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A  good  corral  is  a  valuable  facility  in  any  type  of 
sheep  operation.  In  addition  to  providing  a  holding 
area,  corrals  should  be  arranged  to  permit  the  operator 
to  work  his  flock  with  minimum  effort.  At  various  times 
during  the  year,  most  flock  owners  divide  their  sheep 
into  groups  according  to  sex,  breed,  age  and  condition 
for  breeding,  culling,  or  treatment  for  such  things  as 
foot  rot  or  internal  parasites. 

The  three  arrangements  shown  on  this  sheet  were 
developed  at  the  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute.  The 
sizes  of  the  pens  may  be  varied  if  desired.  If  this  is 
done,  allow  at  least  5  square  feet  per  animal  if  the 
sheep  are  to  be  held  only  while  being  worked,  but 
provide  about  twice  as  much  space  if  they  are  to  be 
held  overnight. 

A  corral  should  be  located  on  well-drained  land.  The 
working  chute  should  run  north  and  south  and  uphill, 
if  possible.  Sheep  do  not  like  to  be  driven  into  the  sun 
and  they  work  best  if  they  are  moving  uphill. 


The  working  drawings  include  construction  details 
for  gates,  fences,  chutes,  and  a  variable-height  ramp 
or  chute  intended  to  allow  loading  the  sheep  on  double- 
deck  trucks.
